For instance, Figs. 3, 3a, and 
3b illustrate various configurations of the foam applicator. However, claims 1-31 read 
on all of these configurations, and thus, read on all three (3) species identified in the 
Office Action. Nonetheless, Applicant provisionally elects the specieishown in Fig. 3 
and notes that all claims 1-31 read on this species.
